DN AUTO OWNERS 
Senate Will Shift Burden 
From Auto Makers — In- 


creased Surtaxes on In- 
comes Rejected. '

Washington, May 26.—Proposals for 
a five per cent tax on manufacturers’ 
gross sales in many industries and for 
greatly increased surtaxes on big in- 
comes were stricken out of the war 
revenue. bill today by the senate fi- 
nance committee, cutting down by 
many millions the total revenue provid- 
ed for as the measure passed the house. 

The manufacturers’ sales tax was re- 
jected with the understanding that oth- 
er and probably lower levies would be 
substituted later. After refusing to ac- 
cept the increased surtaxes on incomes 
of more than $40,000, written into the 
bill during the house debate, the com- 
mittee approved the remainder of the 
income tax schedule virtually in: the 
form in which it originally was draft- 
ed by the house ways and means com- 
mittee. 

The decision to throw out the manu- 


\ devenadet tax, which would have af- 


fected producers of motor vehicles and 
many forms of merchandise, was 
prompted by a desire to eliminate the 
flat tax imposed upon business gen- 
erally, and to distribute the levy more 
equitably, the committeemen said. The 
section was designed to raise $118,750,- 
000 annually, to be made up in whole 
or in part by other forms of rates of 
taxation. 

For the house tax on manufacturers’ 
sales of motor vehicles, the committee 
expects} to substitute a general, direct 
and graduated federal license tax upon 
owners of motor vehicles, at rates yet 
to be fixed, based either upon original 
selling cost or horse-power. The ef- 
fect, it was said, will be to transfer 
the tax burden from the manufactur- 
ers to the owner. The majority of 
the committee was said to favor an- 
nual taxes of $10 to $16 on motors. 
Trucks and vehicles used for business 
purposes may be exempted. 

How. industrial, business, labor and 
consumefs’ interests are affected by 
the committee’s decision to strike out 
the house provisions for taxations or 
a sales upon manufacturers is in- 

icated by the following house esti- 
mate of .the revenue it had proposed to 
raise from the section: 

“Automobiles and motorcycles, $68,- 
000,000; tires and tubes, $12,500,000; mu- 
sical instruments, including talking 
machines, $7,000,000; motion picture 
filma, $7,000,000; ewelry, $7,500,000; 
sporting goods, 2,000,000; pleasure 
boats, $500,000; perfumes and cosmetics, 
$4,750,000; propearesy medicines, $8,- 
500,000, and c oe gum, $1,000,000. 

New taxes to make up the deficit, 
it was said, may equal the amount in- 
volved by elimination of the gross sales 
levies, but new revenue sources prob- 
ably will be substituted in many cases: 
A reduced sales tax on some of the 
manufacturers is deemed probable, 
however, while other manufacturers 
may be reached by stamp taxes.

London, May 26.—The intention of the 
German government to sink all entente 
hospital ships in the entire “barred 
with the exception of certain 
to Gibraltar, is 
semi-officially announced in Berlin, ac- 
cording to a Reuter dispatch from Am- 
sterdam. The German announcement 
Was made in reference to British de- 
mials of the German allegations that 
the British misused hospital ships. It 
tited several instances which, it was 
asserted, proved the correctness of the 
German accusation. 

The semi-official announcement reads 
in part: 

“The German government will in the 
traffic by hospital 
ships in the entire barred zone and in 
the Mediterranean, inclvding the road 
left open for Greece, and wiil regard 
hospital ships appearing therein as war 
Vessels and attack them immediately.” 

Germany, the announcement adds, 
will allow the transports of the ill and 
wounded from Saloniki on Greek rail- 
ways to Kalamata harbor and thence 


on hospital ships to Gibraltar on the 
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following conditions : 

Firstly, these hospital ships on the 
road left open to Greek shipping must 
proceed at a rate of speed previously 
reported to the German government. 

Secondly, that the name of the vessel 
a@nd the time of arrival or departure be 
communicated to the German govern- 
ment in six weeks in advance. 

Thirdly, that a representative of the 
neutral government representing Ger- 
many’s interests in the particular coun- 
try in question shall certify before the 
departure of the hospital ship that she 
carries only the ill wounded and 
nurses and no goods other than mate- 
rials for treating them.” 


2,800 SOLDIERS SAVED 
FROM THETRANSYLVANIA 


Tokio, May 27.—An announcement is- 
sued by the admiralty today says that 
the British troop ship Transylvania, 
which was torpedoed in the Mediterra- 
nean on May 4, was being escorted by 
Japanese destroyers. The destroyers 
engaged the submarine. 

According to the announcement the 
Japanese rescued 2,800 out of 3,000 
troops on the Transylvania, winning the 
praises of Japan's allies by their brav- 
ery. 


The official British account of the 
Transylvania'’s sinking did not give the 
number of troops on board, but said 
that 29 officers, 373 of other ranks and 
eleven members of the crew lost their 
lives. Announcement was made in Lon- 
don on Thursday that light Japanese 
naval craft had arrived in the Mediter: 
ranean.

proud that he had died hanging on the 
tail of the fleeing Hun. 

But “they buried him in a hell of a 
emall town, Paul.” 

Up there in mid-air over the battle 
lines, where the croon of destruction 
is heard in each hum of the propellor 
blades, and the bark of death in each 
spat of the aerial machine gun, every 
self-interest—even the love of life, it- 
self—is submerged in the regard for 
comrades and country. 

The fact that “Mac” died was tran- | 


scended by the glory of his death. His 
surviving fellows may have envied his 
triumphant passing. 


HE DIED GLORIOUSLY, 
LIKE OLD KIFFIN. 


The letter from Sergeant Johnson 
continues: 

“Like old Kiffin (Paul Rockwell’s 
brother), Mac died gloriously and in full 
action in a fight with three Germans 
in their own lines. Genet took one 
Hun (and was wounded). Mac winged 
two. The last Genet saw was a Hun 
on Mac’s back after Mac had chased 
the three which remained. 

“Mac was buried where he fell in a 
coffin made from the door of a pillaged 
house. His last resting place is the 
scene of his fall, Petit Detroit, which 
is a village southwest of St. Quentin, 
and north of Chauney. He is buried at 
the southeastern end of the village, 
but in a hell of a small town, Paul.” 


Jim McConnell was one one of Paul 
Rockwell's dearest friends. They came 
from the same state, North Carolina: 
McConnell from Carthage and Paul 
Rockwell from Asheville. Jim was ser- 
fSeant pilot in the American Escadrille. 
Next to Rockwell's brother, Kiffin, who 
died heroically while fighting the Hun 
aeroplanes over the German lines last 
winter, “— was Paul’s closest friend in 
France. 

“He was more than a friend,” writes 
Paul, “He was a brother. Kiffin and 
Jim and I had been just Mke three 
brothers over here. and I think Jim 
grieved over Kiffin’s death as deeply 
as I. Now they are together, and I 
want to do what I can to let people 
know what a brave chap Jim was, and 
how courageously he died. I want 
you to help me.” 


Jim McConnell was a simple, cour- 
ageous, manly young fellow who went 
over to France when the urge of ad- 
venture first seized him at the out- 
break of the European war. Like all 
other Americans who joined the French 
ranks, he had become tmbued with the 
French spirit of loyalty and patriot- 
igm. - He grew to love France as de- 
votedly as a native son. And he hated 
the pas with all the fire of the Saxon 
spirit. 


HAD JUST RECOVERED 
FROM VERDUN INJURY. 


“He had only got out of the hospital, 
where he: was bein treated for a 
sprained back received in a smash on 
the Verdun sector,” writes Paul, “and 
jae was quite recovered from his in- 
jury when he returned to the front 
the day he was killed. But he had 
heard that we were going to make a 
big advance, and he wanted to be on 
the line for the event. Despite the 
protests of his comrades, he insisted 
upon returning -to fly and fight.” 

From this point we take up the letter 
of “little’’ Genet, another sergeant pilot, 
the youngest member ofthe Bscadrille, 
who just turned 20, made his way into 
the aviation corps after having fought 
with the Foreign Legion in the Cham- 
pagne district and on the Somme. Ge- 
net's letter was written a short time 
before he, himself, was shot to death 
from the air. 


The letter from Genet manifests the 
same comradeship of the air fighters, 
the same fraternity of death. Genet 

MeConnell when the liatter 
was beset by the boche planes. 

He writes: 

“We have had a big advance here 
near St. Quentin, due to the deliberate 
evacuation by the Germans. On Mon- 
day morning Mac and Parsons and I 
went out at 9 o’clock on the third 
patrol of the Escadrille. We had orders 
to protect observation ‘machines, along 
the new lines around the region of 
Ham. Mae was the leader. I came sec- 
ond, and Parsons followed me. 

“Before we had gone very far Par- 
sons was forced to ed back on account 
of motor trouble. Mac and I kept on 
and up to 10 o'clock were circling 
around ¢he region, watching out for 
heavier machines doing reconnoitering 
work below us. We went higher than 


thousand meters. For some reason 


make observations above the German 
forces.” 

The pair of planes had got inside 
the hostile lines when two Boche ma- 
chines were sighted crossing toward 
them from the region of St. Quentin, 
at an altitude higher than theirs. One 
Boche was much further ahead than 
the other, and was manipulating as 
though he would dive directly on top 
of McConnell. 


LITTLE GENET HAS 
LAST VIEW OF MAC. 


“I glanced ahead at Mac and saw 
what direction he had taken,” describ- 
ed Genet, “and then pulled back to 
climb up as quickly as possible to, 
gain an advantageous height over the 
nearest Boche. It was cloudy and mis- 
ty and I had to Keep my eyes on him 
all the time, so, naturally, I couldn’t 
observe Mac as clearly as I wish 


“By the time I had risen to 2,200 
| meters, the Boche was almost up to 
me and taking a diagonal course right 
in front of my machine. He started to 
circle, and his gunner opened fire. be- 
fore I did. His first volley did some 
damage. One bullet cut the left cen- 
tral support of my upper wing in half, 
and an explosive bullet cut the guid- 
ing rod of the left vaileron. Another 
eee dug a nasty gouge in my left 
cheek,” 


Genet, handicapped by the second 
man in the German taube, who opera- 
ted the machine gun while his mate 
drove the plane, got his machine gun 
into readiness and opened fire, driving 
headlong for the Boche craft with 
teeth set. His fingers gripped the 
trigger, sending a veritable stream of 
bullets at his antagonists. 

toward the 


“T had to keep turnin 
Boche at every angle,” he wrote, “as 
he was circling around toward me, and 
as I was on the inside of the circle. So 
his gunner had all the advantage over 
me. I thought I had him on fire at 
one time. lames sprang from his 
plane. We passed within scarcely 25 
meters, then my machine gun got too 
hot for them, and they beat it off to- 
ward the north. The blood was run- 
ning so freely from my neck that I 
dived in the opposite direction, afraid 
also that the wounded support would 
give way before I could strike earth.” 
As the reckless Genet descended, a 
battery in the German lines opened a 
heavy fire upon him, the shells break- 
ing just behind his wings. He-had drop- 
ped to within 500 meters when he de- 
cided not to alight, but to again as- 
cend and look for his comrade. Goin

HE WAS DESCENDANT 
OF MINISTER GENET. 

Genet’s full name was Edmond 
Charles Clinton Genet. He was direct- 
ly descended from the first Fregch min- 
ister to the United States. e was 
in the U. 8S. navy, on board the shi 
Georgia, when Germany invade 
France. Persuading his mother to buy 
his discharge from the navy, he enlist- 
ed in the Foreign Legion, and spent 
16 months in that immortal body of 
fighters. 


He went to the aviation school in 
May, 1915, and was a banner pupil. He 
was a modest, retiring youngster, much 
in earnest. A manly little chap, with 
a quiet air, he was a favorite among 
his fellows. Last February he went 
to the front as an aviator. 


The morning of his death he started 
over the lines with Raoul Lufberry, 
known as the “ace” of the American 
Escadrille, so named because of his 
uality of leadership, and his dare- 
eviltry. Lufberry was a gay, laughing 
knight of the clouds. henever he 
came down from the sky he always 
brought a whimsical narrative of some- 
thing which had struck his fancy, 
whether he had been engaged in con- 
flict or on a reconnoiter. 

The clouds were heavy, and the 
Americans had to fly low over the 
German lines. A storm: of machine 
gun ‘bullets and shells from an anti- 
aircraft battery greeted them. Genet 
was badly hit by the first salute of 
lead. He started for home. He maneu-

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Details of Government Re- 
quirements Are Explained 
in Statement Issued’ by the 
United States District At- 


torney Showing How 


Those at Home Must Reg- 
ister,and What Steps Must 


Be Taken by Those Not. 
Able to Get Here for June's. 


Asserting that the registration: of 
June 6 should be a great civic sacrament 


—the outpouring of ten millions of vol- 


unteers in answer to the nation’s call—, 
Hooper Alexander, United States attor-; 
ney for the noreastern district of Geor- 
gia, has issued a statement urging that 


the day be made one of patriotic cele- 
bration. He also gives an explanation 
of alf details in connection with the 
‘government's requirements. 

Mr. Alexander points out that every 
male person, with few exceptions, who 
has passed this twenty-first birthday 
and has not reached his. thirty-first 
birthday must register on June 5, or 
fail to do so at his own peril, There 
will be no excuse for failing to comply 
with the law on June 5, and there will 
be no exemption except that natural one 
which exempts all who are now in the 
service of the army or navy, or any 
military organization at the call of the 
government. 

Booths Open All Day. 

The registration booths will be open 
from 7 o’clock on the morning of June 
5 until 9 o’clock that evening. 

The men in charge of registration 
stress the fact that the honor of the 
country and peculiarly the honor of 
the state depend upon prompt and ac- 
curate registration by citizens not ex- 
empted by age, and hope that no means 
of coercion will be necessary to make 
a complete registration possible. 

For the information of those away 
from their homes, or ‘unable to be at 
home on registration day, it is reiter- 
ated that there is no excuse for not 
registering. A card must be mailed, 
answering accurately and fully the nec- 
essary questions, in ttme for it to reach 
registration headquarters of their home 
precincts before or during the day of 
June 5. 3 

All those away from their permanent 
home voting precincts can, by applica- 
tion to the clerk of the county, in 
which they happen to be, for the proper 
legal form of registration, receive in- 
struction and information from that of- 
ficial. This blank should be mailed to 
the registration booth of the precinct 
in which the writer maintains a per- 
manent home. If the registrant is in a 
city of more than thirty thousand in- 
habitants, he should apply in the same 
manner to the city clerk. The clerk 
will record the answers to printed ques- 
tions and certify registration cards. 
These cards will be turned over to the 
absentees, who must mail them to their 
home precincts. 

Special provision has been made for 
those who are in jails and prisons. They 
also must register, but will do _ so 
through the warden of their place of in- 
carceration. 

Alexander's Statement. 

Following is Mr. Alexander's 
ment: 

So many inquiries have been made of me 


in reference to the registration, that is to 
be accomplished on the 5th of June that I 
think it will be wise to publish again, for 
the information of all persons, some of 
the facts that should be kept in mind. The 


registration of June 5 is not the co p- 


state- 


tion. The purpose of it is to get a list 
of all male persons in the United States 
who are of the required age, that is to 


say, male persons who have reached their 
twenty-first birthday and who have not 
by June 6 reached their thirty-first birth- 
day. This duty is a great civic sacrament, 
it is intended to be the outpouring of a 
nation's volunteers, the men who are to 
present themselves—10,000,000 in number— 
ready to answer the call of their couniry. 

Except men now actually in the service 
of the army or the navy andthe reserve 
corps there will be no exceptions. Also 
there will be no excuse. All must register; 
the sick as well as the whole; the prisoners 
and halt 


as well as tha free; the matm 
and blind as well as the able-bodied. Na- 
tive and foreign-born must enroll, the 


naturalized and unnaturalized; even those 
who are the citizens of nations at war 
with the United States, 

The suggestion made by Governor Har- 
ris is admirable, that the whole popula- 
tion should turn out on that day ana be 
present at least part of the time at the 
registration precincts in token of their 
fidelity and zeal in the service of their 
country, and in the high purpose to en- 
courage and stimulate the men who are to 
register. I pope tbe people, as far as pos- 
mply with the governor's re- 
quest and give cheet and encouragement 
to the young men whose names are to be 
enrolled 

inquiry has been made at this office as to 
how a man ts to register Who desires to 
be absent at that time from his home for 
purposes of recreation or amusement, busi- 
ness or pleasure. It seems to me that no- 
body should be absent from his home that 
day if he can possibly avoid it. If anyone 
is absent for his own pleasure and satisfac- 
tion he must get his registration card t 
his home precinct by the registration day 
at his own peril. Even those whose busi- 
ness calls them away ought to stay at home 
if they can possibly do so. If, however, 
they are absent, they must see to it that 
their fegistration cards reach their home 
precinct by registration day. :

Every board of. registration will be fur- 
nished with copies of a pamphlet containing 
the registration regulations, Full and mi- 
mute details are included in this pamphlet. 
If any board of registration, or any member 
of a board, after looking ovér-this pam- 
phiet, desires. info ion on any subject, 
| the United States attorney in the proper 
district will promptly answer any question 
propounded, ‘ 

The boards. of registration are to. appoint 
registrars. At least one registrar shall be 
appointed for every voting precinct in the 
state. If the voting precinct contains sub- 
stantially more than eight thousand popu- 
lation, an additional registrar will be ap- 
pointed. 

I venture to urge upon the boards of reg- 
istration the vital. importance of selecting 
registrars who \are competent clerks and 
whose handwriting 1s legible and neat. Un- 
der no circumstances should a man be ap- 
pointed registrar merely to pleasure him or 
afford him the small compensation of the 
fee that is authorized to be paid when 
demanded. 

Where more than one registrar is ap- 
pointed in a precinct one shall be designated 
as chief registrar, and the chief registrar 
of each precinct shall be responsible for 
the custody of the cards, reports and records 
of that precinct. 

All county and city attorneys have been 
earnestly requested by the government to 
co-operate with the registration boards and 
registrars and aid and advise them in all 
matters touching the_registration. The of- 
ficers of the state ag@ federal government 
have been commanded to render such as- 
sistance. 

Police officers have been earnestly re- 
quested by the govermment to render all 
assistance, and especially to call attention 
to all cases in which persons of the proper 
age have failed to register. Police officers 
are authorized to require of any person sub- 
ject to registration that he exhibit his regis- 
tration certificate. 

Compensation of Registrars. 

It is expected and earnestly hoped by 
the government that competent persons will 
volunteer their services in every precinct, as 
a patriotic duty, and serve as registrars 
without compensation. Wherever compensa- 
tion is demanded, however, provision is 
made for its payment at the rate of $4.00 
for each registrar. I ‘venture myself to ex- 
press the earnest hope that competent vol- 
unteers will come forward in every pre- 
cinct. 
if such should be the case, and will tend 
to illustrate the patriotism of the people 
of Georgia. 

Duties of Registrars. 

The pamphiet already referred to calis 
attention fully and in minute detail to the 
duties of the registrars. As to them, I re- 
peat what was said above, that every reg- 
istrar should familiarize himself with his 
duties in advance, but any doubtful ques- 
tion arising will be promptly answered and 
any information desired will be furnished 
by the United States attorney on applica« 
tion by any registrar. 

The registrars should have by this time 
all been appointed. If there be any pricinct 
in which they have not been appointed, it 
should, of course, still be done.

that each registrar will handle approximstely 
eighty registrations.

should provide themselves in advance with 
additional cards. 

The registration places will be provided 
by the registrars under the direction of 
the boards of registration. Each registrar 
should provide himself with the necessary 
furnishings and equipment. Each reg- 
istrar should have a table and as many as 
two chairs, pens, ink, blotters, a knife, a 
pair of scissors, and a ruler. A copy of the 
regulations should be at hand, and the 
registrars should carefully study them in 
advance. 

The registration booth must be open at 
7 a. m. and must close at 9 p. m. Only one 
person should be allowed to approach the 
registration table at one time. 

The registrar should put the questions 
carefully and plainly. He should be patient 
and courteous in explanation, but engage in 
no discussion. 

If any person throws obstacles in the way 
of the registration his attention should be 
called to the law. If he continues so to do 
the registration should not be delayed, but 
the registrar should call witnesses, take the 
name of the refractory person, take the 
names of the witnesses and report the case 
to the registration board. This is a sworn 
duty of the registrar, and neglect of it will 
make him liable therefor. 

The pamphlet of regulations contains very 
careful and minute instructions in regard to 
each question to be propounded. 

The registration card must be verified by 
the person registered and signed by him. He 
may sign with his mark if he cannot write. 
When finished, the registrar should write 
his certificate on the back, and sign the 
certificate thereon printed, filling out the 
blanks for addresses and. dates, and every 
card should be numbered in the upper right- 
hand corner in the ‘place provided therefor. 

To indicate whether the person registered 
is of African descent, the lower left-hand 
corner should be carefully cut off, as there- 
on indicated. 

Immediately after the closing. of.the booth 

‘summarization blank should be filled out. 
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as’ it is of vital importance. It is suggested 
that the summarization be all completed be- 
fore it is entered on the summarization 
blank. 

The registrars should carefully:: deliver 
their summarization report and cards to 
the chief registrar in. the precinet, and this 


officer should deliver the same in person to! 


the executive officer of the board of regis- 
tration. These cards ought to reach the 
executive officer at the earliest possible 
moment, and fn no event later than noon on 
the day following the registration. 

On the day set for .registration all fed- 
eral marshals and deputy marshals and all 
police officers, state, county.and municipal, 


{of whatever grade or class, must hold them- 


selves in readiness to render whatever as- 
sistance may be necessafy in preserving or- 
der and bringing about a complete registra- 
tion. All such marshals, other officers and 
registrars should report promptly to the reg- 
istration rd the names of any person 
known by them to have failed to register 
when Hable to registration. The registra- 
tion *boards should report to the proper 
United States attorney all cases as to 
their knowledge of persona who should have 
registered and who have failed to do so, 

The foregoing instructions are.not by any 
means intended to Pe exhaustive. The pur- 
pose of this article is merely to call atten- 
tion to those things which are deemed most 
important. I have already stated and now 
repeat that any inquiry from a registrar or 
board of registration, or any member of such 
toard, or any other person, addressed to this 
office, will receive my attntion.

‘Seven Cardinal Points Are 


Called to the Attention of | 
Men Between the Ages of 
21 and 30, Inclusive. 


Washington, May 26.—In its campaign 
to stimulate interest in registration 
June 5 for the war army, the war de- 
partment today issued a memorandum, 
emphasizing the seven cardinal points 
to be remembered, particularly by men 
between the ages of 21 and 30, inclu- 
sive, who will be required to register. 

The memorandum follows: 

“1. There is only one day for regis- 
tration, June 6, 1917. 

“2. Every male resident of the United 
States who has reached his 21st and who 


has not reached his 81st he hoon must 
register on the day set, June 5, 1917. 
The only exceptions are persons in the 
military or naval service of the United 
States which includes all officers and 
enlisted men of the regular army, the 
regular army reserve, the officers’ re- 
servé corps, the enlisted reserve corps, 
the national guard and national guard 
reserve recognized by the militia bu- 
reau of the war Soper tnent: the navy 
the marine corps, the coast ard an 
the naval militia, the naval reserve 
force, the marine corps reserve and the 
national volunteers, recognized by the 
navy department. 

“3. Registration is distinct from 
draft. o matter what just claim you 
have for exemption, you must regis- 


r. 

“4, Registration is a public duty. For 
those not responsive to the sense of 
this duty the penalty of imprisonment, 
not fine, is provided in the draft act. 

“*5.. Those who through sickness shall 
be unable to register should cause a 
representative to apply to the county 
Or city clerk for a copy of the regis- 
tration card. The clerk will give in- 
structions as to how this card should 
be filled out. The card should then be 
mailed by the sick person or delivered 
by his agent to the registrar of his 
home district. The sick persons will 
enclose a self-addressed stamped envel- 
ope for the return to him of his regis- 
tration certificate. 

“6. Any persons who expect to be ab- 
sent from his voting precinct on regis- 
tration day should apply as soon as 
possible for a registration card to the 
county clerk of the county where he 
may. be stopping, or if he is in a city 
of over thirty thousand, to the city 
clerk. The clerk will record the an- 
swers on the card and turn it over to 
the absentees. The absentee shoulda 
mail this card to the registrar of his 
home district so that it reach this offi- 
cial by registration day. A self-ad- 
dressed stamped envelope should be 
enclosed with the card to insure the 
return to the absentee of a registration 


“7. Registration booths will be open 
from 7 a. m. to 9 p. m. on registration 
day, June 5, 1917.” 

5,372,400 SINGLE MEN 
IN DRAFT AGE LIMIT. 

Washington, May 26.—By a census 
bur®au estimate today classifying the 
more than ten million men within the 
military draft age limit, the number of 
single men is placed at 5,372,400, and 
the number of married men at 4,545,900. 

The estimate was prepared on a basis 
of a norma! increase in population since 
the 1910 census and on the assumption 
that the ratio between married and sin- 
gle men is the same as at that time.

TWO CARS ARE DAMAGED

George Powell Held on Charge 
of Violation of the State 
Prohibition Law. 


In a smash-up last night on Peach- 
tree street below the Capital City

BUYERS OF BON 


|Comptroller Says Any Per- 


son Drawing Salary Who 
Wishes to Buy “Liberty” 
Bond Will Get Bank As- 
sistance. 


Washington, May 26.—Federal reserve 
banks throughout the country are con- 
sidering distribution of $10 participat- 
ing certificates, similar to those already 
used in New York, to aid prospective 
purchasers of small bonds. 

Whatever action is taken will be by 
the banks individually as fiscal agents 
of the government and not by. direc- 
tion—although probahly with the per- 
mission—of the federal reserve board. 

The treasury today began redistribut- 
ing among subacribing banks a portion 
of the proceeds of treasury certificates 
of indebtedness which will be extended 
into distribution of proceeds of the 
Liberty Loan when installments are 
paid. Of the $200,000,000 obtained from 
the last offering of certificates of in- 
debtedness, approximately $123,000,000 
was redeposited among dDanks which 
took the issue, subject to call and at 
an interest of two per cent. 

The comptroller of the currency an- 
nounced tonight that he would endeavor 
to gecure banking aid for investors 
who might not be able to pay the 
amounts of subscriptions prior to Au- 
gust 30, when the last installment: is 
due. | 

“If any man or woman drawing a sal- 
ary or wages or having other income 
desires to buy a Liberty bond,” said a 
statement issued by the comptroller, 
“and having only a portion of the money 
available to pay for the bond during 
the ensuing year as his wages or in- 
come permit, he will find the banks in 
his immediate locality generally willing 
and glad to accommodate him, as-our 
banks are generally evincing a splendid 
and commendable patriotism and are 
rendering unselfishly for the common 


good. 

‘But if any such man or woman in 
the United States, desiring to invést in 
this manner in a Liberty bond should 
be refused this accommodation from his 
or her local bank and will communicate 
with this office, the comptroller of the 
currency will give him or her the names 
of banks which will gladly carry the 
Liberty bonds for such purchaser at a 
favorable interest rate and give ample 
time in which to pay for them. 

‘It is probable that after the con- 
clusion of peace Liberty bonds will ad- 
vance materially in the market. Three 
per cent United States bonds which like 
the Liberty bonds, cannot be used as a 
basis for national bank circulation, for- 
merly sold at 103 and higher. [If the 
Liberty bonds should sell within two 
years at 107, which price is equivalent 
to United States 3’s of 1916 at 103, the 
investor in the Liberty bonds would 
make this seven per cent premium in 
addition to his 3% per cent interest with 
absolute protection of his principal.”

RACE RIOT IN NEW YORK 
POLICEMAN KILLS NEGRO 


New York, May 26.—A negro was shot 
and killed by a policeman in -a race riot 
near Sixty-second street and Amsterdam 
avenue tonight. Another was found 
with a fractured skull in a doorway. 

The shooting followed a call for po- 
lice reserves after trouble broke out 
between negroes and white residents of 
the neighborhood. 

A number of persons were more or 
less seriously injured and many arrests 
were made. Two policemen were 
slashed on their hands with knives or 
razors wielded by negroes. 

The clash occurred when a uniformed 
member of the Home Defense league at- 
tempted to arrest one of the negroes. A 
crowd quickly collected and a free-for- 
all fight started. 

Kkaki-clad men, membDers of the 
various home defense units of New 
York, today patrolled the city streets 
and water front in the places of several 
hundred of the regular police. The 
men were distinguished as “special po- 
lice” by an arm badge and carried night 
sticks. The purpose was to phty them 
a practical idea of the work they would 
have to perform if called upon in case 
of emergency. 

An uptown fire gave some of them 
an opportunity to handle crowds and 
for the manner in which they accom- 

lished this they were warmly praised 

y the precinct commander. 

The civilian police lost no time in 
reaching the scehe of the riot, and, 
aided by the reserves, quickly rounded 
up the offenders and dispersed the 
crowd. Several women were among 
the injured. 


Alleged Plot Against 
American Association 
Revealed at Meeting 


Chicago, May 26.—Existence of a plot 
to wreck the American association and 
form a third major league was revealed 


at a special meeting of the association 
here today. The meeting was for the 
purpose of formally cancelling the in- 
ter-league series of 48 games with the 
clubs of the International league. The 
vote for the cancellation was unani- 
mous. It was decided to add 42 games 
to the American association schedule, 
increasing it to 154 games. 

e plan to disrupt the association 
was outlined in a statement issued by 
Thomas J. Hickey, president of the or- 
ganization. While declining to mention 
the names of persons alleged to be back 
of the movement, Hickey said that’a 
meeting of the association club owners 
would be called in the immediate future 
and “all members will act in concert to 
defeat such disrupting efforts.” 

Joe Tinker, president and manager of 
the Columbus club, said he understood 
the plan for the formation of a third 
major league included disruption of both 


the American association and the Inter- 


national league. The four leading cities 
in each organization were to be selected 
to make up the new league, he said.

All the Commissioners, Men 

and Women, Will Make 
Inspection Trip of Fire- 
Swept District Monday. 
Holding Company Is Pro- 
posed by Alderman J. H. 
Ewing. | 


Beginning Tuesday afternoon at 4 
o'clock and meeting every day at the 
same hour at the chamber of commerce, 
the commission to rehabilitate the 
burned district appointed at the North 
avenue school meeting Fridey night 
will continue its sessions until a defi- 
nite plan has been agreed upon which 
will be reported back to the next meet- 
ing of the Fourth ward property own- 
ers. 


| ‘This was the conclusion reached at 2 


preliminary meeting of the male mem- 
bers of the commission at the cham- 
ber of commerce Saturday afternoon. 
Every effort will be made to expedite 
the work of the commission so that 
property owners may be delayed as 
little as possible in their building 
plans and every member of the com- 
mission expressed his willingness to de- 
vote as much of his time to the work 
as might be necessary. 

In order that members of the com- 
mission may be able to form an intelli- 
gent idea of the work to be done and 
of the various plans proposed, they will 
on Monday afternoon go carefully over 
the burned area, studying it in every 
detail. All the commissioners, men and 
women, will assemble at the chamber of 
commerce at 4 o’clock to make the trip 


over this district. 

Suggestions Welcomed. 

Meanwhile, any one who has an idea 
to propose for rebuilding the burned 
area is invited to get it in concrete 
shape and present it to the commission 
at Tuesday's meeting. The commis- 
sion is looking for ideas and all who 
have a plausible and well-digested plan 
worked out are asked to come forward 
with it. 

In the carrying out of any plan, unity 
of action on the part of all the tax- 
payers affected is‘an essential. To 
secure this, the commission urged, in 
accordance with the resolution passed 
at the Fourth ward meeting, that 
building plans be suspended until some 
general specifications as to building 
have been agreed upon. That there ap- 
pears to ‘be great haste to rebuild on 
the part of some was evident from a 
number of building permits which were 
reported to the commissioners Saturday. 
In order to check this, if possible, Com- 
missioner J. E. Raley was instructed 
to report at the meetings the building 
permits issued from day to day. 

It was made clear by the commission 
that, in any rehabilitation plans that 
might be considered, the negro prop- 
erty owners of the district would be 
considered and their interests carefully 
safeguarded. There was no desire on 
the part of any of the commission to 
work a hardship on the negro race, and 
the point was made that, if the proposed 
improvements are carried .out, their 
property would be enhanced in value 
equally with that of the whites. 

Boulevard for Negroes. 

The suggestion that the Boulevard 
school be turned over to the negroes 
and that a school for whites be built 
in some other part of the district met 
with general favor, as did the proposi- 
tion that, in any park plans adopted, a 
park for the negroes should be included. 

Alderman J. H. Ewing, who said at 
the meeting Friday night that he had 
a plan which he would propose to the 
commission, was present and outlined 
his plan, which seemed to meet with 
general favor, although no action could 
ibe taken until the whole commission 
had been assembled and the matter 
more carefully considered. 

The Ewing plan proposes the forma- 
tion of a holding company for the en- 
tire burned area. Each lot owner in 
the district shall deed his lot or lots to 
the holding company and receive there- 
for stock of the company. In order to 
determine the amount of stock to be 
issued each owner, three assessors, not 
of the burned area, are to be selected to 
assess the value of each holding. Then 
the owner would be issued stock in the 
amount of the assessed valuation. 

When all of the property owners 
have come into the company, the com- 
mission will then be ready to gO ahead 
with whatever plans for improvement 
may be adopted, as it would have legal 
control of the entire district. 

When the plans have been settled, a 
second assessment will be made, account 
being taken of the location of parks, 
widened and extended streets, grading 
of streets, and the elimination of ob- 
jectionable surroundings in the old 
neighborhood, and his holding charged 
to each owner at its new valuation. 

Old owners will have the right to 
take back their old lots, by paying the 
difference between the new and old val- 
uations. If their lots are included in 
parks, they will be paid for them. If 
they do not wish to take them back, the 
property will be offered for sale, and 
the original owner can draw out in 
cash the amount of his stock. 

Such in brief is the principle of Mr, 
Ewing’s plan, to secure control of the 
burned territory. In its details which 
have not yet been fully worked out, 
but part of which he explained, it in- 
volves a re-creation of much of the 
topography of the district, the grading 
of stréets and the leveling down of 
hills, the laying out of parks and park 
ways, the building of new schools, etc. 

Increase in Valuation. 

It is his opinion that the enormous 
increase of valuation in the district as 
a whole will easily pay for the work 
of grading, parks and other changes 
necessary. No present owner could lose 
as he would be sure of the present 
valuation of his holding in any event, 
and the only expense he would be put 
to would have been réstored to him in 
the increased value of his property. 

Of course, the city which would gain 
very greatly in increased tax values 
would be expected to bear some part 
of the expense.

| for Espionage Measure--Fate 
of Clause in Doubt. 


Washington, May 25.—Efforts of the 
administration to secure enactment by 
congress of newspaper censorship leg- 
islation assumed a new, and, in the 
belief of some officials, a more compli- 
cated form today when:senate and 
house conferees agreed on a new cen- 
sorship section for the espionage bill. 

As re-drafted, the conferees’ section 
provides for prohibition by congress of 
the wilful pwhblication of military infor- 
mation useful to the enemy, with au- 
thority for the president only to pre- 
scribe what information of the specific 
classes may be excepted. Trial juries 
wovuld be required to determine whether 
publications of such information were 
wilful and whether the information 
actually was of benefit to the enemy. 

The conferees regarded the swbsti- 
tute as an extreme modification of all 
previous censorship proposals, but some 
senators and representatives refused to 
accept that opinion. President Wilson, 
the conferees said, had not been con- 
sulted regarding it. Some opponents 
of previous censorship proposals. said 
they would oppose it vigorously. None 
could predict with confidence whether 
it would receive the approval of either 
senate or house. 

The conferees agreed today on several 
other disputed sections of the nom 6 eg 
age measure, including those providing 
for export embargoes, extension of the 
use of search warrants and protection 
of foreign commerce. Formal agree- 
ment on the bill as a whole probably 
will be reached Monday, and the com- 
mittee expects its report to come up in 
the house before the end of the week. 


It will not be taken up. by the senate | 


until the house has acted. 

The new censorship clause follows: 

“When the United States is at war, 
the publishing wilfully of information 
with respect to the movement, numbers, 
description or disposition of any of the 
armed forces of the United States in 
naval or military operations, or with 
respect .to any of the works intended 
for the fortification or defense of any 
place, which information is useful-to 
the enemy, is hereby prohibited; and 
the president may, from time to time, 
by proclamation, declare the character 
of such above described information 
which in his opinion is not useful to 
the enemy and thereupon it will be law- 
ful to publish the same. 

“In any prosecution hereunder the 
jury trying the cause shall determine 
not only whether the defendant did 
wilfully publish such information, but 
also whether such information was of 
such character to be useful to the 
enemy; ak bape that nothing in this 
section shall be construed to limit or re- 
strict any discussion, comment or criti- 
cism of the acts or policies of the gov- 
ernment or its representatives or the 
publication of the same if such discus- 
sion, comment, or criticism does not dis- 
close information herein prohibited.”

Raleigh, N. C., May 26.—The attor- 
ney general of North Carolina today 
began an investigation into the con- 
text of contracts made between the 
Ford Sales company and their agents 
in North Carolina to determine wheth- 
er or not the requirements exacted of 
the agents are in restraint of trade 
and in violation of the public laws of 
1913. J. W. Robinson, of Charlotte, 
representative of the Ford agency 
there, was the principal witness today. 

His testimony was to the effect that 
the Ford company would not permit 
an agent to handle Ford cars unless 
he did so exclusively, citing several 
instances where dealers were said to 
have been requested to give up other 
agencies. Refusal to do this would 
mean the annulment of the Ford con- 
tracts, he stated. He also testified 
that Ford dealers were not permitted 
to buy parts for Ford cars ott 
those made by the Ford concern.

Shouldn’t Sidestep Experience.

FOR MRS. CODBEE 


Unanimous Recommenda- 
tion of Prison Board Will 
Probably Reach Governor, 
Formally Signed, Monday. 


The state prison commission has vot- 

ed favorably upon the petition for par- 
den of Mrs. Edna Perkins God>bee, 
which has been pending before the 
commission for many months. 
, The commission's unanimous recom- 
mendation was transmitted to the gov- 
ernor’s office Friday afternoon, but by 
reason of the fact that it bore no sig- 
nature of the chairman, R. E. Davison, 
it was returned to the commission Sat- 
urday and-will probably not reach the 
governor, formally signed, before Mon- 
day. 

This is the culmination of a fight 
for Mrs. Godbee’s freedom which has 
been in progress practically ever since 
she was convicted, in the fall of 1913, 
of the murder of her former husband, 
Judge Walter S. Godbee, and his third 
wife, in the postoffice at Millen, Ga., 
for which Mrs. Godbee received a life 
sentence. 

Board’s Recommenda 

The recommendation by the prison 
commission, which was sent to the 
executive department without signature 
and, therefore, returned to them, is as 


follows: 
“The prison commission,

clemency in behalf of Edna Godbee, who, 
at the September term, 1913, of the superior 
court of Jenkins county, was convicted of 
murder and sentenced to life imprisonment, 
beg leave to report that they recoinmend 
pardon for the following reasons: 

“Mrs. Godbee has served nearly four 
years and her pardon is recommended by 
a very large number of the people of the 
state and by a large majority of the coun- 
ty in which the crime was committed, in- 
cluding all of the relatives of the deceased, 
W. 8S. Godbee. Pardon is also recommend- 
ed by every member of the jury, the trial 
judge and the counsel who were employed 
to prosecute the case. The health of the 
applicant is now very much impaired. 

“In addition to the above there is filed 
before us and ha s become a part of the 
record in the case depositions of Dr. W. A. 
Ellison, who is an authority on nervous 
and mental diseases, testifying that in his 
opinion Mrs. Godbee was insane at the time 
she shot the wife and husband, and this 
opinion was based on a careful study of her 
case. It is also shown that the payment 
of a note given for lawyers’ fees for Mrs. 
Godbee on her trial was resisted on the 
grounds that the lawyers failed to exer- 
cise that professional skill in her defense

How Tragedy Occurred. 

August 18, 1913, Mrs. Godbee, member 
of a.large and influential Georgia fam- 
ily, a woman fairly wealthy at one 
time, shot and killed Walter 8. Godbee, 
her divorced husband, and his third 
wife, who was a native of Pennsylv#- 
nia. : 

The tragedy, which occurred in the 
postoffice at Millen, was a state-wide 
sensation. Godbee was killed instant- 
ly and the young wife lingered from 
about 9 o’clock in the morning, when 
the shooting occurred, until 3 o’clock 
the following day, when she, too, died. 


Mrs. Godbee, the defendant, was the 
mother of three children, one of whom, 
Miss Sarah Godbee, now Mrs. Greiner, 
was the particularly conspicuous figure 
at the trial of her mother. From the 
hour of her incarceration throughout 
the trying period of the courtroom ac- 
tion, the young woman remained all 
the while with her mother, occupying 
in the interval between the tragedy 
and the trial, the cell assigned to her 
mother at the Jenkins county jail. 

After a tedious and hard-fought trial 
Mrs. Godbee was convicted of the mur- 
der of Walter 8. Godbee, that case be- 
ing selected for the first to go to a 
jury, and the court, presided over by 
Judge Henry C. Hammond. of the Au- 
gusta circuit, imposed a life sentence, 

A little more than a year ago Mrs. 
Godbee’s daughter, who. subsequently 
had married r. Greiner, of Augusta, 
now of Kansas City, began moving for 
@ pardon for the mother to whom she 
had remained most loyal, and when 
the first hearing was had before the 
prison commission, Mrs. Sarah Grein- 
er’s argument to the commission was 
more forceful in its layalty and devo- 
tion than any part of the record. She 
asked for her mother, then fast failing 
in health and a sufferer from an in- 
curable malady, that she might be tak- 
en to the Greiner home in Kansas City.

The Roses, father and son, did busi- 
nese in Atlanta many years and during all 
those years no charge of dishonesty was ever 
before made against either of them.

As a 
result the labor of years has been swept 
away. The bearing of that is hard enough 
without this charge of dishonesty. I feel 
sure that this charge was thoughtlessiy 
made, but as his mother, I.cannot let it 
pass without denial.

FOR RAIL COMMISSION 


Membership to Be Increased. 
Hoke Smith’s Rate Amend- 
ment Rejected. 


By Jehu Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May 26.—(Special.)—The 
house committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce declined today to agree 
to the senate amendment adopted at 
the instance of Senator Hoke Smith, of 
Georgia, which would put the burden 
upon the interstate commerce commis- 
sion in the case of every application 
for an increase in rates to conduct a 
hearing where the railroads would be 
required to prove that the rates asked 
for were just and reasonable. Senator 
Smith's amendment was designed as 4 
block to the 15 per cent advance in 
rates’ asked for by the railroads be- 
cause of increasing costs of all mate- 
rials, 

The original Adamson bill, which the 
house committee insists upon, merely 
provides for increasing the member- 
ship of the commission to nine mem- 
bers. This is of immediate importance, 
says the report submitted by Chairman 
Adamson, to prevent the commission 
being overwhelmed with work. “The 
demand for the increase and relief of 
the interstate commerce commission 
provided for in the original draft of 
both these bills,” says e committee 
report, “is so urgent and imperative 
that we ought not to postpone nor 
jeopardize its.passage or nullify its 
expected benefits by attaching to it 
any amendment, however important, 
which might destroy or impair its ef- 
ficacy and which would be better con- 
on and disposed of in a separate 


Chairman Adamson indicated that the 
conferees might agree upon some com- 
promise,.such as selecting a day in the 
past, January, 1915, for instance, and 
declare that the rates, charges and clas- 
sifications then in existence, except such 
rates as have subsequently been reduc- 
ed, were fair and reasonable. 

While declaring that the matter Is 
too important for hasty and ill-consid- 
éred action, Mr. Adamson suggests that 
his committee might agree to the fol- 
lowing language: 

“In any investigation, proceeding or 
hearing before the interstate commerce 
commission to increase a rate, the bur- 
den of proof to show that the proposed 
increase of rate is just and reasonable, 
shall be upon the common carrier, and 
in every wee cgay, Bm a shipper to 
reduce a rate the rden of showing 
that rate is too high to be just and 
reasonable shall be upon the shipper or 
movant, and the commission shall give 
o the hearing and decision of such ques- 
tions preference over all other questions 
pending before it and decide the same 
as speedily as possible.”

The Squab Industry. 


In another column will be found an 
interesting article on pige@th breeding 
for meat purpose. 

This article was written by a lady 
who was rather forced into the busi- 
ness through her love for her son. 

The young man was at school and 
studying hard to beat the record he 
had made the previous session, and the 
close application to his books broke 
down his health and he was forced to 
quit. 

The doctors advised outdoor life and 
some pleasant light work that would 
keep his hands and mind both occupied. 

He was a lover of sports and he and 
his mother went to raising pigeons. 
They built a nice, though not -expen- 
sive, house, and bought birds from a 
Georgia breeder. The birds were given 
attention and soon there were squabs 
large enough to sell. Several pair of 
better birds were purchased with the 
squab money, and the young from 
these few pair were all saved for 
breeders. 

In the meantime the demand for 
squabs increased until there were more 
orders than could be filled, and that 


is the present condition of the plant— 
filling only about one-half of the or- 


ders. 

This lady and her son had no pre- 
vious experience with pigeons, but 
they have made money each month, 
and the best of all, the young man has 
fully recovered his health in his two 
years. 

The plant now contains about 50 pair 
of working squab-breeders, and 30 

air of birds raising foundation stock 
or a loft of 600 pair. 

The son will return to his studies 
this fall, but there is such a future in 
the business that the mother will con- 
tinue, and it is her intention to ~build 
a big new loft this summer. The 
completed plant will accommodate 500 
pair, and with this number the owners 
say they will have a veritable little 
gold mine. 

It is only a few years since pigeon- 
raising passed from the boys and 
hobby pastime into a real business. 
Up to that time squab-raising as a busi- 
ness proposition was not thought of, 
and the few folks who were keeping 
pigeons did so as a hobby. 

Then the squab industry struck the 
country, and the dear people were 
flooded with circulars, describing, in 
glowing terms, how easy it was to get 
rich right now by starting up a pigeon 
plant and selling squabs. 

A fellow who was handy with a pen- 
cil would get hold of a “prospectus” of 
some “big” plant several states away, 
and could figure himself rich in a few 
years, the amount of his future income 
depending entirely. upon how many 
sheets of paper he could spare to 
“figger”’ on. 

rnum said a “sucker is born every 
minute,” but from the way folks gob- 
bled the squab story, his statement was 


Of course there were failures and 
lote of them, but a few men were able 
to see a future, and stuck to it. Now 
the industry has ceased to be a theory, 
and today squab-raising for commer- 
cial purpose is a recognized industry 
and with as bright a future as can be 
found in any business. 

Even now there are failures, just as 
there ie in every other line of business, 
but these failures only prove that the 
owners were not suited to the indus- 
try. A-man might be the best farmer 
in the country, make more cotton, corn 
and other crops than any of his neigh- 
bors, yet he might be a howling fail- 
ure running a dry goods store. 

We have never heard of a man get- 
ting rich raising pigeons, and likely 
never will, but there is no business 
right today that will pay a larger 
dividend in pleasure and dollars, upon 
the capital invested and time consum- 
ed than the breeding of pigeons. 

With the above statement goes one 
absolutely essential requisite—the 
would-be squab breeder must have 
a love for the birds themselves. If 


and don't really enjoy being 

them and watching and feed- 

ing them, keep your money in your 
pocket, for if you start the business 
purely from a money-making stand- 
point, you will more than likely “bust.” 
This may seem a contradiction, but 


dollars and we again say if you have 
no liking or fondness for pets, do not 
enter the pigeon business. 

“We have kept several lofts of birds 
for many years past, and will keep 
them as long as we are physically 
able to attend to them. They have al- 
ways paid a good dividend in money, 
but the greatest return has been in 
the enjoyment derived from being 
among em—feeding, handling, 
ing to breed a better bird than the 
ether fellows and occasionally winning 
a blue ri n.

Instead of giving him a stake, g0 
into co-partnership with him on busi- 
ness principles. Loan him or advance 
the company a certain amount of 
money to be used in fixing up a small 
house and fly and a few pair, of birds. 
Let the boy thoroughly understand 
that the entire amount must be paid 
back, and that he must attend to them, 
pay the feed bill and the money in- 
vested from the sale of squabs. Do 
not take all the money that is left 
over after paying feed bill, but make 
the trade so that one-fourth of the 
change, less cost of feed, from the 
sale of squabs, must be paid on the 
borrowed capital. 

This will be an incentive to the lad 
to guard against waste of feed an 
sharpen his wits in the sale of his 
squabs. If the lady four blocks away 
will give a nickel apiece more for his 
birds, it is safe to say that lady will 
et them. And should you use them at 


ome, be sure and give the boy the 
same price other folks were paying 
him for his squabs. 

On the presumption that you or your 
boy fancy pet stock, leave out the 
pleasure the birds will give you and 
look at raising pigeons for meat pur- 
poses for your own home table.

His Pigeon Business. 
By “Old Timer,” Georgia. 

In response to a request from the 
editor of this department, I will give 
your numerous reading, in short metre, 
what I think of pigeons. 

As is well known by everybody.-that 
knows it, I have kept a bunch of pig- 
eons almost continually since I was a 
youngster—and that has been, well, 
some years ago. 


During this period I have owned and 
bred every known variety of pigeons, 
both of the fancy and meat varieties. 

There were times when the feed bill 
had me badly bent, financially, but 
aomeenow I always managed to pull 
out. 

Ten years ago pigeons were consid- 
ered more or less of a nuisance, fit only 
for boys to fool away time on, and a 
grown man- who spent his good hard- 
earned money for pigeons was consid- 
ered more or less of a crank. 

I remember in 1904, when there 
were several hundred pigeons in about 
a dozen pens at my place—in the tops 
of the chicken houses and the barn and 
e cow shed, all, however, in wired 
fiy pens—I went to a hospital and asked 
about selling squabs, and, gentle reader, 


meat varieties of the pigeon family '] came near being thrown down the 


an opportunity. 

There are few homes where there is 
not a small house that could not be 
converted into a pigeon house with 
small expense. 

Now, bear in mind, it is not the pur- 
pose of this article to advise you to 
zo into the business for commercial 
purposes, but rather to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that every one of us is 
expected to do our share in producing 
food. 

Then again, we know of several in- 
stances where a few pair of pigeons 
were bought with the intention of rais- 
ing squabs for home use. The squabs 
looked so pretty at killing age that the 
owner decided to raise them. This was 
kept up for several months and then 
trouble started in each loft. 

The young birds were kept in the 
Same pen with the old ones, and when 
they got old enough to mate, fighting 
began and nests weer torn up, and, in 
one instance, a pen eee - fifty-odd 
birds in it were not producing a dozen 
squabs a month. 

hy? Because the majority of the 
young birds raised were males—as is 
the case with all lofte—and as there 
were no females to mate with them, 
sighting for the old hens began. 

hile there has been, and is now, a 
good profit in a well-conducted squab 
plant, it takes a person having either 
experience or a “never say failure” 
spirit to keep a big plant running suc- 


bey “ae b> 

is no theory for a person to take 
five to twenty-five pair of well-bred 
mated pigeons, give them the proper 
feed and attention, and sell enough 
squabs each month to pay the feed bill 
and have squabs for the home table as 
pay for the time given. 

cighe tf family should have either a 
few chickens or a few pigeons, or both, 
solely for home use—the chickens to 
furnish fresh eggs and the pigeons to 
produce meat. 

With the present cost of feed, the cost 
now is nearly ten cents each per month, 
or geo | cents a pair. This twenty 
cents will feed the old pair while they 
raise you a pair of squabs that should 
weigh at four weeks nearly or quite a 
pound each. 

Actual experience here in the south 
has proven that a small, select loft will 
average ten pairs of squabs per pair 
of breeders each year, and these squabs 
will average ten pounds to the dozen. 

For an easy illustration take one 
pair of breeders. They will cost twen- 
ty cents a month for twelve months, a 
total of $2.40. They will raise you, 
say, only nine pairs of squars during 
the year, a total of eighteen young. 
These squabs will average $4.00 a doz- 
en or 33 1-3 cents each. The eighteen 
squads ,would realize $6, and the dif- 
ference between $2.40 and $6 would 
be your pay for attention given the 
breeders. 3 

As a matter of fact, the above fig- 
ures are rather extremes. Pigeons can 
be fed now for less than ten cents each 
a month, and the price given for the 
squabs is low. In fact, squabs have 
sold steadily the past year from 50 to 
65 cents a pound. One breeder in South 
Carolina who has been shipping ever 
week to Boston, has received as hig

year my little place paid over eight 
hundred dollars profit; that is, after 
payin feed bills, lime, disinfectants, 
etc., there was that amount. left. There 
was no charge for interest on about 
a six hundred dollar investment in 
houses and fly, nor was there any 
charge for labor. I consider the pleas- 
ure I got from pottering among them 
and the weekly mess of squabs will 
oer than offset interest, depreciation, 
etc. 

Nineteen hundred and seventeen 
started off good, better than ever, 
and sales for the first three months 
averaged over two hundred dollars a 
month. The feed proposition then be- 
gan to look serious and sales dropped 
off. With feed, like everything else, 
going up steadily, quite a few breeders 
began selling out, and this stopped 
some prospective breeders from buy- 
ng. ‘ 

To offset the decrease in sales of 
breeding stock I am only saving squabs 
from my finest birds, and letting the 
other youngsters g0 as meat. am 
building a loft of twenty-five pairs of 
breeders-——all fine birds—and will use 
them to supply the demand for squabs. 

With the present high price of feed, 
two pairs of pound squabs willfeed a 
pair of breeders for one year, and in- 
stead of eelhne out or selling at re- 
duced prices will increase my S cohere 
to one hundred pairs, and should I 
not be able to sell grown birds, there 
is always a place to sell squabs. 

I remember a few years ago when

I 
had a good friend who was makin 
good money and was a good liver, an 
never haggled over price if he got what 
he wanted. gprs pa J morning I stopped 
at his house and left the six squabs, 
telling his wife that I had a few more 
birds than we could us so brought 
them to her. This lady had company 
coming for Tuesday night and these 
birds were served then. 

A few days later I was called and 
the lady spoke in glowing terms of 
those delicious birds, and wanted to 
know could I get her a dozen for the 
next week and what price. 

These 6 ge averaged 20 ounces 
each and quoted them at 25 cents 
each, or $2.50 a dozen. 

I received the order for a dozen and 
then got a few more customers and by 
selling a pair or so of old birds occa- 
sionally at $1.00 per pair, managed to 
keep the feed bill down, but not enough 
to break even. However, I insisted that 
I was getting about $10.00 worth of 
pleasure a month from the piseons, and 
as I took the money that summer I 
intended spending for clothes and put 
it in pigeon feed, I was enabled to hang 
on 


Things rocked along this way for 

several years, hardly a month passing 
but what the “revenue” had to be 
helped. 
In 1909, I think it was, Elmer C. 
Rice, of Boston, Mass., started a pigeon 
paper, and numerous copies of it found 
their way south. From that time the 
pigeon business began picking up, and 
when I sold in one month enough 
squabs and old birds to pay the feed 
bill. I felt that I was elected. 

Mr. Rice is mow considered the 
father or founder of the squab business 
of America, and as his paper grew in 
circulation, and the articles read so in- 
teresting and convincing, hog | the folks 
began taking some interest in pigeons. 

Along ahout 1912 I began to see day- 
light and for the first time started 
to make a little money over the feed 
bill. I raised “ price to 30 cents 
for the big squabs and 25 cents for 
the emall ones. : 

About, this time circulars, tellin 
how to get rich raising squabs start 
south, and the de for .breeders 
was good. I sold a few squabs to my 
old. customers and on account of hav- 

g to move, sold down to perhaps 
two hundred head. 

At my new place I built to accom- 
modate about a couple of hundred, 
and quit selling squabs and gold only 
breeders and youngsters three to six 
months old 

In 1915 
so general I built a new three-unit 
house and since then have had orders 
for about all I could spare. After sev- 
eral years’ experience I began special- 
izing on what was then a new variety 
and have stuck to this breed to the 
present time.

‘The Up-to-Date Back Yard. 


With all this talk about putting a 
vegetable garden in your town back 
yard, it is very much more practical 
to have a pigeon fly and house in the 
average back F hg instead. Owing to 
high walls and too much shade and a 
lack of morning sun, many back yards 
would prove a dismal failure to grow 
vegetables in. There is nothing the 
same amount of space could be util- 
ized for which would give more profit 
and pleasure than a squab plant on a 
small scale. Even with the hi cost of 
feed, squab-raising is _ profitable for 
home consumption, an@® a few to sell 
to supply the amount for feed bill. 
How about the pleasure derived from 
the work if-.there are children in the 
house; and if not, the companionship 
of the little feathered friends in the 
back yard will partly atone for the ab- 
sent babies within the home. The value 
of squabs asa perfect meat is well 
known. 

The government is just now -.giving 
much thought and money to investi- 
gating the subject of foods of every 
variety, and squabs have been promi- 
nently brought before the public as 
worthy of a big place as a money- 
make for a back yard project and an 
acquisitnon to the farm. farms 
should have their pigeon loft along with 
poultry, milk, butter, eggs and vege- 
tables. There is an ideal farm in mid- 
dle Georgia from which I have recently 
received the following letter:

of lungs and air passages, of which 
these are the exterior signs. 

Séecondly, emphasis was placed on 
the health of the animal, since it is 
only when all organs of the body are 
performing their proper functions or 
are in good working order that maxi- 
mum efficiency can be reached. The 
quality of the skin and hair and the 
apeparance of the eye must be consid- 
ered; the eye must be bright, the skin 
and hair soft and velvety to the touch, 
since no bleary-eyed, rough haired, 
hide-bound animal can be considered 
capable of supreme effort. 

Then the animal must be a worker, 
and have capacity for work as indicat- 
ed by breadth between eyes, well-mus- 
cled jaws and a good-sized abdominal 
cavity. The eyes are an indication of 
the temperament of the animal as well 
as of the health, and the other points 
tell whether or not she is able, as a 
machine, to work up large quantities 
of feed. 

Then, one of the most important 
points of all is the ability of the ani- 
mal in question to produce milk; there 
is a great difference in animals as ‘to 
the use to which they put the feed 
which they consume and digest. The 
ability to produce milk is indicated 
most especially by the size of the milk 
veins and milk wells. Along the under 
sides of the abdomen will be found; 
“wells” or openings through which‘ 
these pass into the body; if the veins 
are small and straight and the wells 
small, it is a good indication that the 
cow has little value as a dairy animal; 
but if the veins are large and tortuous 
and the wells large, there is every 
reason to believe that the amount of 
blood passing through the mammary 
glands is large and the production will 
be good. Without a good supply of 
ittle milk may 
be expected. 

In regard to the udder, it should be 
long and broad, but not deep—have 
good quality rather than quantit 
should not be meaty. The teats s 
be of convenient size and placed widely 
apart. 

Dual-Purpose Cattle. 

Editor Van Pelt tn talking of the 
size of the milk veins and wells touch- 
ed on the question of heredity and ex- 
plained why the dual purpose cattle 
can not do all that is claimed for 
them by their admirers. The point he 
made is that an animal must make 
certain use of feed, this use being de- 
termined largely by the tendency in- 
herited from its ancestors. If a cer- 
tain breed or strain of animals have 
been; accustomed to putting what feed 
they consume in excess of what is re- 

uired for their maintenance, into the 
orm of flesh over the loins and body, 
it is likely that all offspring of such 
animals will continue to do this, but 
if the animals of a given strain have 
turned tHis excess of feed into milk, 
all offspring will in a manner tend 
to follow this rule. Now if the blood 
vessels that supply the loins and body 
in general are the larger, the animal 
will put on flesh; but if those that 
supply the udder are the larger we have 
the tendency toward milk production. 
It is somewhat against the order of 
things in nature that all of the blood 
vessels shall be over-developed in this 
way and consequently it is improbable 
that a beef animal can at the same 
time be an economic producer of milk. 
Beef cows immediately following the 
calving period do, it is true, give a 
considerable quantity of milk, but 
usually after a few months, or as soon 
as the calf reaches the age when he 
is able to get part of his living by 

zing, the flow of milk in the mother 
alls off: in true dal cattle, however, 
the falling off of the flow is more 
ual and if at all sudden is due to 
isturbances in the health of the ani- 
mal, or to lack of proper food or care. 
Improving Dairy Cattle of the Seuth, 

On the subject of the improvement 
of the dairy cattle and the dairying 
industry in the south, the speaker 
above mentioned brought out the fol- 
lowing: Improvement must be brought 
about through the use of improved 
sires. Well sires must be kept 
whether or not the cows be of equa) 
quality, since if the cows only were 
of good quality there would soon be 
a rapid deterioration from the use of 
scrub sires. As good sires are capable 
of increasing the producing power of 
the offspring often to triple or qua- 
druple that of their dams, more rapid 
and economic ke can be made 
by using pure bred sires on our com- 
mon stock and it would be a very un- 
economic measure to attempt to im- 

rove our cattle by the use of pure 

red dams in large numbers, though 
enough of these should be obtained to 
help furnish at least a portion of the 
pure bred eires needed. 

Good cows are the only ones it pays 
to keep; if it takes one hundred and 
twenty-five ounds of butter to pay 
for the keeping of a cow a year, the 
profit she will make her owner 1s in 
direct relation to the amount of butter 
she ggg mong above this number. Bven 
at this low figure of cost of keeping 
there are many cows that do not pay 
their keep. e offspring of a cow 
which produces one hundred and fifty 

ounds of butter, from a bull of good 

reeding, is often capable of producing 
three hundred to four hundred pounds 
of butter annually, and in the second 
generation still further good improve- 
ment is possible. hen such rapid 
improvement is possible by the use of 
pure-bred sires, there can surely be 
no reason why any one with a few cat- 
tle can think of using a scrub sire, n 
could a man of moderate means think 
of improving his herd through the use 
of pure-bdr dams, desirable as these 
may be.

New York, May 26.—John D. Rocke- 
feller bought $6,000,000 Libe Bonds 
this week. That makes $10,000,000 of 
the new 3% per cent war bonds the ol 
head of the Standard Oil now owns. 
How many Liberty bonds have been 
purchased by William Rockefeller has 
not been made public; but if gossip 
heard this week in reliable banking 
‘circles is correct, “Brother William’s’ 
holdings are large, very large. 

There is an interesting story behind 
the large purchases of Liberty bonds 
that have been made 4 William Rocke- 
feller. John D, bought his Liberty bonds 
with accumulated dividends and inter- 
est checks; that is, from accumulated 
interest, “Brother William’s” represent 
a shifting of investments. 

According to the stories whispered 
about this week in Wall street -invest- 
ment circles, after the war tax bill was 
announced at Washington, indicating 
what was to be done in the way of levy- 
ing against large incomes, William 
Rockefeller employed the services of 
actuaries to go over his investment 
holdings and figure out where he would 
stand as between those holdings and 
the new tax-exempt 2% per cent United 
States government war bonds. The final 
decision reached was that he would be 
better off by making a heavy shift to 
the Liberty bonds. It was selling of 
investment securities hy William Rocke- 
feller, such as St. Paul, Consolidated 
Gas, Standard Oil, that helped to make 
the very low prices recently established 
in the open market. 

Take St. Paul for example. Only a few 
days ago no less‘than ten issues of that 
company’s bonds were selling at new 
low records, while the common shares 
were down to 69%. That price com- 
parce with 92 early this year, 102% 
ast year, and 1995 established back 
in 1906, just after it’ was decided by 
the board of directors to break the 
bounds that were holding back the com- 
pany and build to the Pacific coast. —~ 

With the old conservatively managed 
St. Paul Railway’s common stock be- 
low 70 Wall street began to shake its 
head and point out how, in order to 
build the 4,000 new miles to the Pacific 
coast, the sompany 2 bonded debt had 
been increased from $122,176,000 to $490, - 
its preferred stock from §$49,- 
to $116,274,000; its common from 
$58,183,000 to $117,411,000. Then it avas 
recalled by pessimistic Wall street how 
it had become necessary to reduce the 
dividend on St. Paul’s common stock

THE IMPORTANCE OF TRIESTE. 


Within ten miles of Trieste, toward 
which they have rapidly been smashing 
their way, Italy’s armies hope now to deal 
the Teutonic fes one of the severest 
blows of the entire war. 

With the Italians once in control of 
Trieste, which stands near the head of the 
Adriatic sea, and of the surrounding coun- 
try, which must fal] with that city, Austria 
will be effectively shut off from the Dalma- 
tian coast—that narrow strip bordering the 

which affords her only access to 
the sea. 

With Austria thus converted into a 

wholly inland country, her navy, and more 
especially the submarine section of it, as 
well as the — submarines operating 
in the MediterPanean, are shut out from. 
their base and must either draw their sup- 
plies from more distant ports or abandon 
their operations in this particular sphere of 
their activity. 
But the bottling of Austria through the 
capture of Trieste, which now seems immi- 
nent, would mean far more than this. It 
would close to Austria all possibility of 
securing supplementary supplies by vessel, 
even more effectively than Germany is now. 
closed, confined as the latter country is to 
her Baltic ports. 

But the thing of most far-reaching im- | 
port in the fall of Trieste to the Italians 
must be the release of a large percentage 
of their armies for other service to the 
allies, whether through a determined inva- 
sion of Austria or in support at other vital 
points. With the capture of Trieste, Italy 
can keep a large Austrian force busy in that 
vicinity, and at the same time find means 
of releasing a large portion of her forces, 
perhaps for a march to Vienna, if that be 
decided upon as the next step. 

Thus Trieste becomes a pivotal point in 
the war. Its capture would mean more than 
‘the fall of Bagdad. Should the Italians con, 
tinue to concentrate their sttention upon 
Austria alone, they will keep busy even 
larger Austrian armies than they havé ‘had: 
to deal with in the recent past.

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TIME TO END UNCERTAINTY. 

It is just a&’important to the public as it 
ig to the railroads that as speedily as pos- 
sible a settlement shall be brotght to the 
rate situation now pending before the inter- 
state commerce commission, and an end put 
to the business uncertainty which, while it 
lasts, must have dubious effect upon almost 
all lines of industry. x , 

At a largely attended meeting in Balti- 
more Wednesday, owners of railroad stocks 
and bonds, . representing. more than three 
‘billion dollars; or nearly one-fifth of the én: 
tire raflroad capitalization of the coun- 
try, met, organized and authorized their 
president, Mr. S. Davies Warfield, to take 
their case, as the owners of these properties, 
directly before the interstate commerce com- 
mission, and such other official bodies as 
may be necessary—bodies which are charged 
with taking such official action as may affect 
railroad credits one way or another. 

At the very time when this organization, 
the tirst ‘of its scope and purpose in the his- 
tory of ‘the country, was being formed, the 
railroads were being heard by these authori- 
ties upon the question of the great problem 
that has been set up. The railroads have 
asked a general increase in freight rates. 
Their representatives on the one hand, and 
shippers, on the other, have both set forth 
their respective claims and viewpoints. 

Finally will come the presentation of the 
case from the standpoint of the owners of 
railroad securities, the real owners of the 
properties themselves, who feel they have 
every right to ask adequate protection for 
their investments—investments which in 
many instances represent the savings of 
millions of individuals, as for instance in the 
investment of live insurance premiums in 
railroad stocks and bonds. It is stated there 
are no less than forty-six million holders of 
life insurance policies throughout the United. 
States whose holdings are founded in large 
measure upon securities of this class. 

These, as well as other individuals and 
corporate owners of railroad stocks and 
bonds, will be well represented before the 
commission by Mr. Warfield and his asso- 
clates. They will go to these:bodies much 
as the owner of a residence would appear be- 
fore a committee of council to @iscuss ‘the 
question of taxation or the burden of street | 
improvements, 

When the commission has heard from the 
owners of these properties the case wili be 
completed. It will have in hand the final 
information it needs as the basis of its de- 
cision. Whatever that decision may be, and 
we must. presume it will be a just one both 
to the public and the railroad interests, it 
should not be delayed. 

As long as the solution of this problem is 
left hanging in the air it throws uncertainty 
about every other line of business and in- 
dustry which is dependent upon transporta- 
ticn. 

What the country needs 1 as much as any- 
thing else just now is to get this problem 
settled upon a just and fair basis, and then 
close the book. 

We have plenty to do, iewe than ever be- | 
fore in all our history, and we should be at it. 

Doubt and uncertainty stop many things, 
and it is of tremendous import that this 
cuestion should be brought to prompt and 
satisfactory settlement.

Among the property owners along 
Jackson street and the Boulevard and 
other sections of the burned district, 
none are co-operating more loyally or 
liberally for the future beeuty and up- 
building of that territory than is R. A.

Motion pictures and the better films movement are a constant source of 
discussion, but their social influence has not received as much attention as 
it deserves. Films have a tremendous influence upon certain sections of 
society. Until recently the story-telling, writing, painting, sculpture and the 
drama have been our means of social expression and recreation. These me- 
diums of communication, originating in prehistoric times, at their best, have 
been confined in their ministry to a comparatively small social group—those 
who are able to pay the price for high living. 

Now, for the first time in the history of the world, an art has come to the 
door of tif poor for its entertainment and instruction. The poor, too, can 
now live vicariously, taste of the experiences of all mankind, and thus have 
life more abundantly. One thinker has gone so far as to assert that motion | 
pictures are saving this country from revolution because they are furnishing 
entertainment and recreative relief for the heavily burdened families of the 
‘Wage-earners. They are affecting the saloon business adversely, for a man can 

take his family to a motion picture show at no greater cost than an evening 
in the saloon and have a better taste in his mouth the next morning. 

The legal representative of a well-known brewery said recently that one 
of the things which was seriously competing with the business of breweries 
was the motion picture.

The essence of a good schoo! is 
not the course of study, the fine school 
building or large library; it is in the 
personally adapted, enthusiastic teach- 
er who has imbibed the pedagogical 
principles of the Great Teacher that is 
securing co-operation through love 
and kindness, them he has no further 
problem. 

I can cite three schoole that are 
wielding just such influences: The 
Helen public school, Nacoochee insti- 
tute, Robertsown public school. They 
are like pedbiles tossed into a lake, agi- 
tating and sending out wave after wave 
of influences, reaching the uttermost 
b es of their respective com- 
munities. :

The various departments of the organization meet all kinds of 
emergencies, and the classes which equip people for war relief, for 
First Aid classes, etc., represent a very important department of the 
organization, but by no means the only department.

In the program of the organization it will be seen now 


the value of being a member of the local branch of the Red 
Cross, and how a vast membership can produce not merely a fund 
of according size, but it produces that great moral force in a large 
body of people feeling the esprit de corps of membership. They 
realize the value of knowing through what agency to give, what they 
can give, and of knowing that what they give is going to be 
systematically and practically distributed where it will directly reach 
those who need aid. 

In every department of the organization people can contribute 
aid, either by working in some of the aid classes, or on some of the 
various committees devoted to some branch of social service, social 
service at the present moment illustrated in the many kinds of help 
being given to the fire sufferers.

war, for which the nation is now pre- 
paring, it is beautiful and inspiring 
to know that women are the ones who 
will keep fired the memory of the great 
men who gave up their lives for the 
country in the war of the sixties. 

While the great confederate monu- 
ment at Stone Mountain is in the mak- 
ing, @ monument that will forever per- 
petuate the drama of the confederacy, 
the Daughters of the Confederacy un- 
velled, May 17th, the monument which 
commemorates the heroic deeds of the 
men who died at the battle of Shiloh. 

Writing of this event, Mise Sarah 
Harrison Powel] states in part: 

“It was not alone for its commemo- 
ration of confederate valor that the oo- 
casion was a momentous one. It bore 
a further significance of a more wide- 
spread interest as symbolizing the com- 
munity of patiiotism now existing be- 
tween all sections of the country in this 
present critical period of its history. 
For in the vast assemblage that was 
gathered at Shiloh Military park, Tenn., 
for the ceremonies, the north and south 
were almost equally represented. 

“But for the critical situation of 
public affairs preventing. his absence 
from Washington, the president of the 
United States would have been the 
principal speaker. Members of _ the 
Grand Army of the Republic partici- 
pated with the confederates in the ex- 
ercises. Moreover, the 560,000 women 
present from twenty-nine different 
states, forming the united organization 
of the Daughters of the Confederacy, 
were represented, expressing their su- 
preme tribute of loyal devotion to their 
own heroic countrymen and ready to 
perform with equal loyalty the service 
which, through Mrs. Odenheimer, they 
have recently offered to the henceforth 
and forever undivided nation.

A study of the languages is an im- 
portant part of the present national 
preparedness program, and no doy or 

girl should fail to take advantage of 
thé opportunity to learn more than one 
language. Americans are very indif- 
ferent in this respect, and it is a no- 
table fact that only about'‘one out of 
every ten of the thousands of people 
from this country who have flocked an- 
nually to Europe knew more than the 
one language. Yet the average for- 
eigner argues himself with little cul- 
ture who does not know one or more 
languages besides his own. 

French for centuries has been ac- 
knowledged as the court language, and 
every man or woman who aspired to 
diplomatic life has found it necessary 
to perfect himself as nearly as possible 
in the French language. Now in the 
crisis of war, and our alliance with 
other nations, with the scene of great- 
est action in France, a knowledge of 
the French language becomes necessary 
in the equipment of the men of the 
army and the navy, and necessary in 
many branches of government service. 

The other day when General Joffre 
was entertained at West Point, a young 
officer of the United States army was 
ay 4 pmnnerndbine to act as interpreter at the 
official luncheon given the distinguish- 
ed French general and his staff. But 
the service of the interpreter was not 
needed, for every United States officer 
in the company responded fluently in 
French to the foreign commander. The 
latter stated that it was the happiest 
day he had spent in this country, for 
not only was he among soldier com- 
rades, but he could epeak to them in his 
native tongue and hear them reply in 
the same. 

_ She Study of Languages. 

There is scarcely a college or school 
in the country that does not have in the 
faculty a department of languages, and 
yet the comparatively few take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity. This lazi- 
ness of the young men.and women of 
the country, and their indifference to 
studying or learning anything they do 
not have to learn, should no longer ex- 
ist. On the contrary the spirit of the 
time should be to a broader interest

planks in the platform of the league 
is a demand for a woman power board, 
with government sanction, to co-ordi- 
nate and co-relate the activities of 
women. The woman’s committee of 
the council of national defense is an 
emergency committee and meets the 
demand at this time. The league 
stands for a government board for 
all time, to deal with woman’s work 
and woman’s welfare, paid or unpaid, 
and we are hoping that the outcome 
and success of the present committee 
may lead to the formation of such a 
board. 

“The activities of the league are now 
organized into eight general depart- 
ments, through which women have 
been trained and are being trained for 
the particular kind of war. service 
which they have chosen. The depart- 
ments are: Agriculture, home econ- 
omics, social and welfare, motor driv- 
ing, general service, wireless, can- 
teens and commissariat. Under the 
supervision of the department of la- 
bor, a bureau of registration and in- 
formation concerning woman’s work 
also has been established at Wasting- 
ton by the league.

The quondam grand duchess-of:the ‘Russian royal 
family is no longer eligible as a bride in the ruling 
houses of Europe. 

Prince Edward of Wales, having again scanned 
over the shortened list of prospective queens of Eng- 
land, has finally, according to cabled reports, se- 
lected Princess Maud of Fife as his bride-to-be. The 
jolly English princess has usurped the place in his 
affection that, according to rumor, was.once the 
prised property of a daughter of the former czar, 
now imprisoned in the gloomy castle of Tsarskoe 
Selo. Indeed, if the young British heir apparent felt 
no emotion over the striking off the list of the name 
of erstwhile Grand Duchess Olga court gossip de- 
clares that he experienced real heart pangs over the 
elimination of former Grand Duchess Tatiana, 
younger sister of Olga. 

For Europe’s anaemic royalty, wasting for an in- 
fusion of virile if plebeian blood, has builded up 
the impenetrable barrier of social caste which de 
erees that the prince of a ranking house shall wed 
only the princess of another ranking house of roy- 
alty. In the eyes of traditionrcidden royalty the 
beautiful young girl now known as Miss Olga Ro- 
manoff is a persen distinct from the Grand Duchess 
Olga. 

And Miss Olga Romanoff, erstwhile grand duch- 
ess, will witness the collapse of the dream castles 
with even greater grief, perhaps, than she witnessed 
the destruction of the Romanoff dynasty in the land 
of the bear. ; 

The former grand duchess had both beauty and 
rank to enhance the desirability of such an interna- 
tional alliance. The Prince of Wales, it is said, 
would have preferred her 20-year-old sister, Ta- 
tiana.

Two-year-old Edward Albert had 
grasped the carriage for support and toddled along- 
side, now and then kissing the baby hand-of the 
Russian princess. 

Queen Mother Alexandra, dutiful and deyoted 
. daughter, has never forgotten the incident nor the 
words of her royal mother. When the Grand Duch- 
ess Olga was 18 the rumor became insistent in court 
circles that the queen mother ‘of England was striv- 
fing to arrange an alliance between the Prince of 
Wales and the Grand Duchess Olga.

“match was the dowager empress of Russia, sister 
of Queen Alexandra, wife of Edward VIL of Eng- 
jand, and aunt of Queen Mary.

By a picturesque road running out of 
Miller north one may walk to Lake Michigan, pass 
ing first the lands reclaimed to agriculture, originally 
swamp or peat bogs, I think. Beyond are the estab 
lished dunes, forested, overlooking the Calumet 
River, at this place a stream of clear water. Cross 
ing the river and climbing other dunes more or less 
active one descends by a long slope to the lake 
Fvorm here you may walk on the shore to Michigan 
City, a distance of twenty miles or more, under an 
ever-changing wonder of naked lower beaches, upper 
beaches with scattered shrubs, and dunes, some wap- 
desing and some stationary, where sand reeds 
gand-cherries and vines pioneer for the oaks.

But one never could describe it all—the country 
around, Dune Park, Mineral Springs, Tremont and 
Tamarack. In places the stationary dunes heavily 
wooded look like the lesser elevations of the Blue 
Ridge Mountains. There is a peak near Tremont on 
the way to the clubhouse named Mount Green. It 
is 180 feet high, covered with a hardy growth of 
oaks and pines up a dizzy steep to q sharp top 
This is one of the places, and there are many others, 
where one can walk in a winding way of grass and 
flowers between the forested heights and hazel thick- 
ets until one comes to the barren dunes which over- 
look the lake. The final ascents are between bushes 
of sassafras, alder and: tamarack. You part the 
graceful interwoven boughs and behold the lake far 
below you, and beyond the silent rhythm of the wan- 
dering. hills. : 

The woodlands, the marshes, the sides of 
dunes reclaimed by pioneer growths are remarkable - 
for their flora., I am told that the variety of orchids 
here is very exceptional. Hepatica, trillium, butter- 
cups, flowering cactus, wild flowers of every color 
grow in profusion. And the dogwood blossom! How 
it shows between the reticules of the. half-leafed 
branches, like the last of the snow! Altogether what 
a playground, what a field of unending interest! 

And I must not omit a word about the air. It is 
not. merely its freshness, its tonic quality. There is 
in it’ a psychology of quietness, a softness as of 
sleeping zephyrs. This is always noticeable in the 


, hollows, in the protected places, and as the evening 


approaches when the wind lays. |
